THE CHURCH OF GOD MUST BE HOLY. 


HE true Church must be “holy”, because its Author was God; the means of 
sanctification which it dispenses were instituted by a God; its doctrines are 
from Heaven: lives regulated by its mandates, like those of the Apostles and 
the Saints of every age, are baqund to be holy. 

. There is a distance, which is infinite, between holiness acquired by one's 
own efforts, and the sanctity which the religion of Jesus Christ may aid one 
in requiring. No stream can rise above its own source. No human being, 
unassisted by divine grace, can ever perform works of supernatural value. 
The sou] must be clevatéd to a supernatural condition before man’s works can have a 
supernatural character, carrying with them supernatural merit. The supernatural 
condition of soul is conferred the first time by Baptism, which St. John calls a re-birth 
(John LI, 5). 

The Church established by the Savior was not to be man’s guide towards 
Heaven, but was to apply the merits of His indtvidual souls—of course 
through divinely appointed channels. When, after Baptism, the Christian is free from 
grievous sin, these channels of divine grace, called Sacraments, embellish the soul of 
the recipient, and when he co-operates with the graces of assistance, which Almighty God 
offers every day, his sanctification is wonderfully promoted. 

There are thousands of people who are leading naturally good lives, but they can 
do this independently of the Church. That Church, and that Church only, which was 
empowered directly by Christ to confer supernatural! grace on the soul, can lead people 
to a high degree of sanctity. 

“Holiness,” which must be a characteristic of the true Church, is not to be deter- 
mined by the many reckless ones, who are Catholics in name only, but by the thousands 
who are virtuous and holy because they live in strict accordance with Catholic teaching 
and princ _ such as the saints of all ages did. If the worst person of your acquaint- 
ance calls himself a Catholic, is not the holiest person you know also a Catholic? The 
latter is good because he practices what he believes, and the former is bad because he dis- 
regards what he is urged to practice. Just as bad apples are found on a perfectly 
healthy tree, so bad members are found on the body of the Church. The apple is bad not 
because of the tree, but because of outside influence, such as a worm, or sting of an 
insect: and the Catholic who is bad is so because of influence outside of the Church. 

Some religious organizations refuse to accept as members people whose business 
or whose names are not respected; but did not Christ establish His Church especially for 
the sinner? What chance is there of helping if they may not even have the bene- 
fits af Church membership? It is because the Ca Church, like her Founder, would 
save all, that she tolerates within her fold those who are unworthy of her, and are Catho- 
lics in name only.

When 
the Methodists, or any other denom 
ination, produce a body of 
teachers they will find equal oppor- 
tunity to place them such posi 
tions. When the graduates of “the 
College of Puget Sound, a real nor 
mal school” (1 am quoting from Dr.

“The expostire of the Ku Klux Klan now being published 
by the New York World, and some forty other newspapers 
throughout the country, quite justifies the stand which OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR has taken with regard to the organiza- 
tion.
